Cincinnati since the latter part of June,' 
said Captain J. C. Dorman Monday 
"The first boat that went out last year 
after the low atage had caused a suspen 
sinn of traffic was the ill rated Longtel 
low, which left for New Orleans on De 
cember 8th." 

Many old rivermon contend that a navi- 
gable stage will not be reached until after 
the first heavy anow. The flist snow last 
year was on November 11th 

The Public Landing is deserted except 
for few homeless roustabouts who cluster 
around the driftwood tires near the 
water's edge. There is no blowing of 
whistles and no indication of life on the 
half score of steemers moored to the 
wharves. 

In the center of the river, rising seveial 
inches above the water, is a big, sandy 
bar running up the Licking river. The 
latter stream at ita mouth is scarcely fifty 
yards wide. 

At Craig's Bar, near Carrollton. Ky. 
one of tbe most dsngerous impedients to 
navigation, tbe stage is only eighteen 
inches and the falls at Louisville are dry. 

The Indian's head, sculptured in a great 
rock nearly a quarter of a century ago 
wbeu the river was so very low 
near Portsmouth, O., can now be clearly 
seen, as old rivermen declare, for the first 
time in twenty five years. 

Opposite the Public Landing iu th s 
city, a few feet from tbe shore, the wreck 
of the ill fated Bit; Sandy rears iis tin 
gaioly shape several feet out of the 

Near this desolate scene the Broadway 
sewer is exposed for tbe first time ip 
many years. A few squares below the 
Walnut street sewer pours its refuse and 
slime from the neighboring factories into 
the sluggish stream 

The Government dredges opposite the 
Licking still continue in operation, and 
work ou the new bridge piers has again 
been resumed 

Captain Joseph Slusser, one or the old 
pioneers among tbe rivermen. says he 
has not seen tbe river so low since 1837, 
when men were able to blast in the chan 
ncl by wading, and many of the mosl 
prominent rivermen declare thai the Ohio 
has never been so low 

The big. sandy bar al Dayt.in. Ky . 
stretches back fully a mile from the 
water's edge to the share proper Tbr

Our atate department officials are 
einbarraaaed in the present situation 
by then- record for non-interference in 
the Corinto affair.

Series of Treaties Between tbe 

Central AmA-ican Republics. 

Absolute Fr edom of Trade Between 
the D ff«rent States Proposed. 



V» AsiuxoTOJi. Oct 23 — A step of far- 
reaching importanoe to the five Central 
American republics has been recently 
taken by Uautamala. Thia is, in brief, 
the negotiation of a series of treaties 
between Guatemala and the other re- 
publics looking to closer commercial 
and amicable relations Aside from 
the material results which will follow 
their adoption the fact is significant in 
that It paves the way for that unifica- 
tion of Central America which has long 
been the dream of her moat advanced 
statesmen. 

The treaties provide, first, for abso- 
lute freedom of trade between Guate- 
mala and h-r sister republics, except a 
nominal duty on salt from Nicaragua. 
They provide, secondly, for an offens- 
ive and defeusive alliance against Eu- 
ropean and other nations, and contain, 
thirdly, a recommendation that the dip- 
lomat ic imd consular service of the 
republics shall be consolidated, thus 
greatly reducing the present expense 
for taia purpose. The five treaties will 
be SUDtnit tod to the cong resses of the 
respective republics at their next an- 
nual session, which will begin in a 
few months. It is not doubted that 
they will be ratified in each case. The 
object lesson afforded the several 
countries in this matter has already 
been productive of goo.l results, 
uraguu and Honduras have also framed
